In every station in life, the subject of 
death brings to our minds its own pecu- 
liar impressions ; and every incident which 
calls it forth is fraught with importance 
to us ; and none perhaps more than that 
which brings the subject before us now. 

While God has blessed us with unusu- 
al health and prosperity, it hath pleased 
Him in His providence to remove from 
our midst our beloved brother, Willia^i 
C. Brady, who was born in Anderson 
district. South Carolina, November 16th, 
1823. He embraced religion at Sand 
Springs Camp Ground, in 1842, and was 
licensed to preach at the same place in 
1847. In the capacity of a local preacher 
he laboured in his native district for a lit- 
tle over two years. His undoubted piety, 
zeal and industry in this capacity made 
him useful to the church ; and the fruits 
of his faithful labours may be seen among 
those who knew him from childhoods— 
At the close of 1849 he was recommended 
by the quarterly conference, of which he 
was a member, to the itinerancy, and 
came to our Conference and was admitted 
on trial in February, 1850. The first 
year, he was sent to the Albany circuit. 
When in the town of Albany his labours 
were blessed with a gracious revival. — 
The next year he was returned to the same 
circuit. The following year he was ap- 
pointed to the Holmesville circuit, where 
he laboured faithfully and usefully amidst 
severe afflictions. At the close of that 
year, his health having entirely failed, he 
was left without an appointment. 

As soon as he could, he went back to his 
friends in Anderson, where he died, after 
the most severe afflictions ef consumption 
and scrofula combined, on the 20th of 
May, 1853. His last days were calm as 
the summer’s evening — not a cloud inter- 
vening between him and his Saviour. In 
the fullest assurance of Gospel faith, he 
commended his all into the hands of God, 
and passed to his reward without a mur- 
mur or a fear.

The Rev. William Young, late of this 
Conference, was born Dec. 17th, A. D. 
1822, in Madison county, Ala. His pa- 
rents, Edmund and Ruth Young, were 
pious members of the Methodist Church, 
and early inculcated the principles of piety 
in the mind of their son William, and 
they proved to be seed in good ground. 
Brother Young was converted and join- 
ed the Methodist Church in the latter 
part of the year 1838, in Benton County, 
Ala. When impressed that “ necessity 
was laid onhim to preach the Gospel,” he 
made what preparation he could for the ho- 
lycalling, and was licensed in the early part 
of the year 1844, and immediately took 
work under the presiding elder, on CaflFee- 
ville Circuit. In the fall of 1844, he was 
received on trial in the travelling connec- 
tion by the Memphis Conference. In 
’45, he travelled the Houston Circuit; 
and at the Conference, at the close of this 
year, a call was made for volunteers for 
Texas and brother Young offered himself, 
and was transferred to this conference. His 
first appointment was Huntsville circuit. 
In 1847 he traveled the Nashville circuit. 
In 1848 he was stationed at San Antonio. 
In 1849 he traveled the Bastrop and Aus- 
tin circuit. In 1850 he was stationed at 



Seguine and San Antonio. His health 
had been declining for some time, and du- 
ring his labours in 1850 his constitution 
so far gave way, that at the close of the 
year, he was granted a supernumerary 
relation to the Conference, with permis- 
sion to travel for his health. At the close 
of this year, being still feeble, the Confer- 
encegranted him a superannuated relation. 
He returned to Mississippi where, on the 
17th day of March, 1852, he was united 
in marriage with miss Eliza M. Sims. — 
At the time of his marriage his health had 
greatly improved, and he expected soon 
to return to Texas, and resume his place 
among us ; but in this he was disappoin- 
ted. In the latter part of the year 1852 
he fell into a rapid decline. After much 
suffering and pain, on the morning of the 
18th of February, 1853, his soul quit this 
vale of tears for the joys of the upper 
sanctuary. When asked if he was resign- 
ed to die? he replied, “0, yes! I have 
great confidence in God, my Saviour. I 
am perfectly resigned — perfectly happy.” 
God graciously gave him power, in the 
hour of death, to dictate a message of con- 
solation to his aged parents. Those 
around his bed-side were exhorted to meet 
him in heaven. 

Brother Young possessed a vigorous 
mind, a fine taste. As a preacher, he was 
clear in his expositions and illustrations ; 
his language was chaste and elegant. — 
His ministrations were often highly spir- 
itual and awakening. The people always 
heard him gladly. He was a man of 
strict integrity— sincere and cordial in his 
friendships. When in the work, he la- 
boured to the full extent of his power. — 
He loved the cause of God in Texas, and 
his inability to labour, preyed heavily up- 
on his spirits. But he is gone to the land 
that is afar off, to see the King in his 
beauty, and left us only the memory of his 
labours and his virtues. 

Bro. Cameron was born in the State of 
Ohio, was converted to God about nine 
years ago. He entered the travelling 
connection in the Kentucky Conference, 
where he remained two years, and then 
came South in very feeble health. He 
entered the Texas Conference in Decem- 
ber 1850, was stationed in the city of 
Houston, where he served the church ac- 
ceptably, and usefully. The subsequent 
year, he was stationed in the city of Aus- 
tin, at the close of which, in consequence 
of broken health, he was placed in a su- 
pernumerary relation to the Conference. 
His health in the early part of the year 
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greatly improved, and his friends indulged 
the hope, that he would be able to give to 
the church, and the world, many years of 
useful labor. When the editor of the 
Banner resigned, Bro. Cameron succeeded 
him in that department of his work, and 
also took the charge of the colored con- 
gregation in Houston. 

He labored faithfully, and profitably, 
both as editor of the paper, and as pastor 
of the colored charge, until his removal 
by death, which occurred on the 2nd of 
October, 1853. He left a wife and a love- 
ly babe, the one bereft of a husband’s sup- 
port and comfort — the other of a father’s 
protection and guidance. 

Bro. Cameron was a young man of 
marked ability, and fine promise, his 
friends entertained high expectations of 
his future usefulness. When first at- 
tacked with the then prevailing epidemic, 
yellow fever, he believed his sickness was 

unto death,” and so expressed himself, 
but expressed no regrets, save that of 
leaving his little domestic charge, alone 
in the world, and enjoined his weeping 
wife, to raise up their little Casious for 
God and heaven. For some hours before 
he died, reason’s chain was broken, and 
his mind wandered in the mazes of de- 
lirium, but just before his death, the mist 
was cleared, reason returned, “God is 
good,” he said, and then sunk to rest, 
faintly hymning a strain of sacred music.

Memoir. 
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MEMOIR OF HEZEKIAH 0. LEIGH. 



The following notice was received too late to be inserted in the Minutes of 

o 

the North Carolina Conference : 



Died at his residence near Randolph Macon 
College, Virginia, on the 19th of September, 
1853, Rev. Hezekiah G. Leigh, D. D., in 
the 58th year of his age. 

The North Carolina Conference has thus 
lost one of its most beloved and useful min- 
isters, who for nearly thirty-five years had 
been actively engaged in the work of the 
itinerancy ; “ For he was a good man, full 

of the Holy Ghost and of faith : and much 
people was added unto the Lord” through 
his efficient ministry. 

Dr. Leigh was born in Perquimans 
county. North Carolinia, on the 23rd of 
November, 1795, and in early life enjoyed 
the advantages of an academical education. 
Possessing a vigorous intellect, his progress 
was equal to that of his associates enjoying 
the same advantages. In 1817, his 22d year, 
he was admitted into the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and gave satisfactory evidence 
of a sound conversion. Immediately on his 
conversion he felt that God had called him 
to the ministry as his appropriate work, 
and without delay he qpplied for admis- 
sion, and was received on trial into the 
Virginia Conference. In 1818 he received 
his first appointment to Bedford Circuit, 
with J. C. Ballew, Preacher in charge; 
1819 he was appointed to Raleigh City and 
Circuit; 1 820, to Gloucester ; 1821, he was 
stationed in Norfolk ; 1822 and 1823, in 
Petersburg, Va. ; in 1824, he was made 
Presiding, Elder of Meherrin District, and 
thence forward he continued to fill the most 
important positions in the Annual and Gene- 
ral Conferences with such prudence, dignity 
and wisdom as commanded entire confidence 
in his ability to advance the .varied interests 
of the church. A bare enumeration of his 
fields of labor and the offices he filled during 
a ministeral life of thirty-five years, would 
extend this notice beyond the prescribed 
li mi ts ; and we are compelled to omit the 
interesting incidents of his life, that live in 
the memories of those whom he so often 
delighted with his eloquence and instructed 
by his learning and piety. We can only 
remark in general terms, that during the 
time of his effective relation to the Confer- 
ence every pastoral charge committed to him 
felt the reviving influence of that realizing 
faith with which he announced the doctrines 



of salvation ; and that active diligence with 
which he devoted himself to the details of 
ministerial duty. In his eflforts to advance 
the interests of the church, his mind com- 
prehended the vast results of the future as 
inseparably connected with the present, and 
nothing that he ever achieved by his min- 
istry was so satisfying to his ardent de- 
sire to be useful, as witnessing the immedi- 
ate fruits of his toil. He seldom failed to 
see the work of God prosper in his hands. 
Few ministers in his day were more suc- 
cessful in adding to the church such as 
were saved !” Many of the most beautiful 
and commodious Churches which adorn our 
Zion are monuments of his zeal and elo- 
quence, which laid their foundations. Ran- 
dolph Macon College — that noble seat of 
learning — he projected, and by his untiring 
efibrts carried into successful operation : and 
‘to his last hour he fostered it with paternal 
solicitude. For more than ten years Dr. 
Leigh was a sufierer in a greater or less 
degree from a complicated malady, which, 
although it did not entirely disqualify him 
to be useful, greatly circumscribed his 
labors in the ministry. In 1850, believing 
. that his health was sufiiciently restored, he 
received the appointment of Presiding Elder 
on Raleigh District and while actively en- 
gaged in his ministry he suflfered a partial 
paralysis, from the effects of which he con- 
tinued to decline in health until his death. 
While thus languishing he maintained unim- 
paired his Christian confidence, which in 
health had shown so- conspicuously in his 
religious character. He expressed no desires, 
uttered no sentiments at variance with the 
exalted views he had ever entertained of 
the unbounded mercy of God, and the full- 
ness of gospel salvation. In the language 
of his Medical attendant. Dr. Geo. J. Smith, 
“ he felt no anxiety as to the result, slept 
as one who enjoyed pleasant dreams, and 
thanked God that he was passing through 
his sickness so pleasantly without pain ; 
feeling an abiding evidence of the presence 
of God.” Thus he closed his earthly pil- 
grimage in the midst of his own dear family, 
and surrounded by his beloved and confiden- 
tial friends. 

In contemplating a character of so much 
excellence, it is instructive to look into the 
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elements of its formation, and to trace out 
the causes which produced such beneficial 
results from ministerial labor. Dr. Leigh 
was endowed by his Creator with a strong 
and well-balanced mind, which, if not highly 
cultivated in his youth, had been greatly 
improved. He was capable of close obser- 
vation and deep reflection even in his youth ; 
was careful in his investigations and came 
slowly to his conclusions ; but when he had 
arrived at the truth, his conceptions of it 
were clear and lively. When it pleased God 
to awaken him to the realities of religion 
and to convert his soul, his call to the min- 
istry was not a matter of doubtful disputa- 
tion. The ministry did not open before him 
as a road to honour and preferment, paral- 
lel with other learned professions from 
which he might choose, as fancy or inclina- 
tion suggested. It was to him the way, the 
only way, in which he could meet the Di- 
vine injunction. He did not delay until his 
imagination had kindled the fires of worldly 
ambition, by which so many talented young 
men whom God has called to the ministry, 
have periled their souls’ best interests. He 
gave himself up immediately to the work 
to which God had called him ; and conse- 
crated all the energies of his mind to fulfil, 
in the highest sense, the duties of the min- 



istry. Ardent in the pursuit of nunisterial 
qualifications, he studied the Scriptures, and 
the standard authors of our church with 
diligence, and thereby laid up a store of 
scriptural knowledge and valuable theologi- 
cal information. By carefully reading the 
lives of those eminent saints whose labors 
God had abundantly blessed to the Church, 
he formed a character on the highest model 
of the Christian gentleman and the Christian 
minister. This character he developed in 
all the relations of life, as a husband, a fa- 
ther, a friend. In the house of God he be- 
haved himself with seriousness and gravity 
without unafiected solemnity. In the pulpit 
he united the eloquence of thought with the 
eloquence of feeling, and persuaded while 
he convinced. In the vehemence of passion 
he was natural and simple in action, and al- 
ways satisfied his audience that he was more 
concerned to save their souls than to elicit 
their plaudits. 

A minister so furnished and so laboring in 
entire dependence on the promise of God to 
be with him always, could not be otherwise 
than successful in handling the word of God 
and building up the church of Christ in her 
most holy faith. 

May his mantle rest on his sons in the 
ministry.

James Lawrence. 1.

called New Town, now Oxford, circuit, 
he was employed by the Rev. H. H. 
Kavanaugh, presiding elder of the Lex^ 
ington district, to take charge of it. His 
labors there were blessed to the prosperity 
of the Church. 

At the Covington Conference, in 1846, 
he was admitted on trial, and appointed, 
vfith the Rev. William Gunn, to Lagrange 
circuit, where he labored with zeal and 
success, finding such favor with the peo- 
ple, that at the close of his year there was 
an almost unanimous wish expressed for 
his return another year ; but at the Har- 
rodsburg Conference, 1847, he was ap- 
pointed to the Athens circuit, which, in 
his own language, had “died ^e preced- 
ing year, and he was sent to bury it.’^ It 
was a year of discouragement, and ended 
without any apparent fruit of his toil. 

On the 1st of March, 1848, he was 
joined in marriage to Miss Kate Allen, 
daughter of Mr. William Allen, of Scott 
county, Kentucky. 

At the Fiemingsburg Conference, 1848, 
he was admitted into full connection, or- 
dained a deacon, and appointed to the 
Lawrenceburg circuit. He commenced 
his labors under favorable circumstances, 
but soon fell into discouragement, and the 
year passed without success. It was a 
yeaA)f great affliction ; several members 
of his father’s family were swept away 
by cholera, and his first-born was gathered 
to the grave. At the ShelbyviDe Confer- 
ence, 1849, he was appointed to Carrollton 
station, where God abundantly blessed 
his labor, and at the close of the year the 
church greatly improved. At the Cyn- 
thiana Conference, 1850, he was appointed 
to Danville — one of the most important 
and responsible stations in the Confer- 
ence. There he saw “ the pleasure of the 
Lord prosper in his hands.” It was a 
continuous revival, from the commence- 
ment to the close of his ministry, and 
more than fifty were added to the church. 
“In labors he was more abundant;” 
giving instruction in the Sabbath-school 
every Sabbath, preaching twice a day, 
meeting the classes, attending prayer- 
meetings, and “visiting from house to 
house.” In May, 1851, his health was so 
much impaired that his physicians and 
friends advised him to desist from preach- 
ing. It was a trial, a great trial, to him ; 
but early in June he resided his charge, 
and retired to his father-in-law’s, hoping 
that free out-door exercise on the farm 
would restore him to health. He never 
preached but once after he left Danville : 
that was in Oxford, when the regular 



minister failed to meet his appointment. 
He was asked to conduct the services ; 
“And I intended,” said he, in a letter to 
me, “to read the lessons, and sing and 
pray ; but having commenced, I felt the 
old fire burn within, and took a text and 
preached forty minutes.” 

At the Mount Sterling Conference, 
1851, he was placed on the superannuated 
list. His health continuing to decline, in 
the fall of 1852 he removed to Texas, and 
spent the winter in the vicinity of Vic- 
toria. But he derived from the change 
of climate no advantage; and in May, 
1853, he “ turned back, that he might die 
in his own country, and be buried among 
his own people.” And here, in the place 
of his nativity, on Sabbath morning, Oct. 
16, 1853, he fell asleep, to wake no more 
until “ the heavens shall pass away with 
a great noise,” and the arcnangel’s trump 
shall unseal the burial-places of earth. 

As a man, brother Lawrence was with- 
out reproach; enjoying the confidence 
and esteem of all with whom he was 
associated. He had a nice sense of pro- 
priety, and his entire condxiot was charac- 
terized by a manliness which scorned 
every thing that approached the character 
of cunning and deceit. As a son, he was 
dutiful; meeting fully the requisition, 
“ Honor thy father ana thy mother.” As 
a brother, he was tenderly affectionate. 
As a husband, he was devoted ; forgetting 
his own pain in his anxie^ to make happy 
the wife of his youth. He remarked to 
me, the morning before he left Danville, 
“I am incurably diseased, and cannot 
live more than one or two years. I know 
it — I feel it — but my wife thinks differ- 
ently, and that a residence on the farm 
will relieve me. Poor woman! let her 
cling to the illusion : the storm will over- 
take her soon enough.” As a Christian; he 
was consistent, and uniformly “reached 
forward to the things which were before 
him.” His heart was fixed, trustingin God. 

The last few weeks of his life were em- 
bittered by a gloomy state of mind, which 
it is very difficult to describe. It was a 
kind of horror, arising from the thought 
that all the ties of earth were to be se- 
vered — his wife to be a widow, his child 
fatherless. But while harassed thus, his 
faith rested firmly on the promise of God, 
and he felt the sustaining power of al- 
mighty grace. 

As a preacher, he was remarkable for 
simplicity and fervor. He was a diligent 
student, and never went into the pulpit 
without careful preparation. His manner 
in the pulpit was easy, graceful, dignified. 
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and earnest. The hearer was made to 
feel that he was in contact with sublime 
realities. 

As a pastor, he was kind and familiar 
in his intercourse with his people, inte- 
resting himself in whatever concerned 
them. He sought to lighten the burdens 
thrown upon them, hy his generous 
Christian sympathy. Those who. had the 
happiness to oe in his charge will long 
cherish the recollection of his godly walk 
and conversation. 

It is a mysterious disensation of Di- 
vine Providence, that one so young and 
so well fitted for usefulness ; one around 
whom clustered so manyhopes; one towhom 
alone a father looked as the strength of 
his house, and a mother^ s heart clung with 
a mother’s devotion ; sisters looked upon 
with joy and gratitude ; a young wife, in 
the fulness of her womanly tenderness, 
gazed on as her shield, and a sweet, 
rattling babe, hung upon, delighting 
im with the half-formed “ Papa,” should 
be cut down in the noon of life. But his 
voice is hushed now : the grave has re- 
ceived his dust, and he awaits the dawn 
of the resurrection.

He was horn in Baltimore, 
Md., February 1st, 1820 : was baptized by 
the Right Rev. James Kemp, D. D., of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, in child- 
hood. In early life, his mother was taken 
from him ; but he was always blessed 
with religious friends and Christian train- 
ing. Some time in the spring of 1820, 
the family removed to Kentucky, ahd set- 
tled in Morganfield, Union county. He 
was converted on the 21st of June, 1838 ; 
joined the M. E. Church, the 20th of 
August following, and was licensed to 
exhort by Dr. J. Miller, February 5, 1841 ; 
licensed to preach 25th of May, 1844, and 
joined the Kentucky Conference at Bowl- 
ing Green, in the autumn of 1844, when 
he was appointed by Bishop Janes to Jef- 
fersontown circuit. In 1845 he was ap- 
pointed to La Grange circuit, in connec- 
tion with Brother Tydings; in 1846, 
Bishop Soule transferred him from Ken- 
tucky to the Louisville Conference, and 
he was appointed to Bowling Green sta- 
tion, where he was continued two years. 
During the latter year his health failed, 
and at the Conference of 1848 he was 
permitted to rest and travel for his health. 
He spent the time mostly in Florida and 
Georgia, acting as General Agent for 
Transylvania University, and c(^orteur 
for a local Bible Society. In 1849 and 
1850 he rested on account of ill health ; 
in 1851 the Conference gave him a super- 
innuated relation, and continued it in 
1852, ^53. He graduated in medicine at 
he Louisville University in the spring of 
1852, and practiced successfully in Bowi- 
ng Green with Dr. Wright, till within a 
ew months of his death, when he removed 



to Russelville, with a view to establish 
himself permanently in his profession, 
though he ever loved till his death the 
ministry, and ceased not to be in feeling 
and aim identified with his brethren of 
the Louisville Conference. He preached 
seven hundred and twenty-three sermons, 
delivering his last in Russelville but a 
short tii||e before his death, from “Let 
not your heart be troubled,” etc. His 
sickness continued five weeks, but he was 
prepared for death, and resigned to God^s 
will without murmuring. During his 
last moments, when conversed with as to 
the future, he replied, “When I look at 
myself, I see sin upon sin rise up like 
mountains, but when I look at Christ, I 
find plenteous redemption.” On another 
occasion he said, “ I have no fear of 
death: I am sanctified by the Holy 
Ghost.” Much of his time was spent in 
prayer and praise, and in this happy 
frame he passed away, in full hope of 
immortality. • 

Brother Bowden seemed to feel, live, 
and act as if “ counting all things loss for 
the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
J esus his Lord.” He was a warm friend, 
a true Christian gentleman, a bold and 
faithful expounder of truth, and the most 
amiable and lovely of his race in the so- 
cial circle ; and wherever he was known 
he was loved, and the savor of his Chris- 
tian influence exerted itself as a moral 
leaven: in Scripture language, “He was 
a faithful man, and feared God above 
many.” His funeral was attended by a 
very large concourse of people, consisting 
of the Sabbath-school, of which he was 
Superintendent, several benevolent Socie- 
ties, and ther citizens of Russelville gene- 
rally, who joined in one common feeling 
of grief. His funeral sermon was preach- 
ed at the Methodist church by the Rev. 
Thomas Bottomly. 

May we imitate his virtues! may we 
meet nim in heaven I 

Thb Rev. P. C. Browder was bom in 
Iredell County, N. C., September 2,1824. 
His father was a Methodist itinerant 
preacher for some years, in the Virginia 
Conference. He removed, and joined the 
Kentucky Conference, but died while 
Peter was yet quite young. Brother 
Browder was brought up piously, and 
embraced religion in early life. 

In 1850 he was licensed to preach, and 
was employed a portion of one year on 
the Tompkinsville circuit by the presiding 
elder. Brother Lee, In the autumn of 
1851 he joined the Louisville Conference, 
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Aen held at Elkton, and was appointed 
to West Point circnit, where he remained 
two years. During the latter year, he 
was married to Miss M. E., daughter of 
the Rev. John Watts, aii’ amiable and 
pious lady. 

In the autiftm of 1853, he was appoint 
ed to the Elizabethtown and Hodgin^sville 
circuit, where he labored faithfully and 
successfully till prostrated by sickness on 
the 22d of July, 1854. He suffered ex- 
tremely till July 31, when he breathed 
his last. On the evening before his death, 
when asked what message should be 
borne to his brethren of the , Conference, 
he replied, “ Tell them, if they want to 
see Peter Browder, they must go to hea- 
ven.” He gave his wife and child into 
God’s hands, and sent the following lan- 
guage to his relatives: “ Tell them ^^ey 
must meet me in heaven : say to Ma that 
her prayers have followed me, and that 
Jesus is with me also. I feel that 

‘ JesuB can make a dying-bed 
Feel soft as downy pillows are.’ ” 

Thus died our esteemed friend and bro- 
ther, in the midst of his usefulness, faith- 
ful at his post, and in the bright hope of 
immortality. He was an affectionate 
friend, greatW devoted to his work as "a 
minister. His preaching was beyond 
mediocrity for his experience, and his 
Christianity beamed forth in all his words 
and actions, so that he gained the confi- 
dence of all who knew him. ' May God 
sanctify his death to' the good of- the 
Louisville Conference I

Charles G. Foster was born on the 
16th of September, 1820. He joined the 
M. E. Church in 1838 ; he professed reli- 
gion in August, 1839 ; he was licensed to 
preach in 1841, and received on trial in 
the Tennessee Conference in 1842, and 
was appointed to the Buffalo Mission ; in 
1843, to Spring Hill circuit ; in 1844, he 
was received into full connection, elected 
to deacon's orders, and was appointed 
to Asbury circuit : in 1845, to Somerville 
station; in 1846, to Mill Creek circuit; 
1847, to Carthage circuit, and closed his 
work there in 1848. In all those fields 
of labor, he discharged his duty faithfully 
as a minister of the gospel. His health 
having failed him, he was granted a su- 
perannuated relation to the Confereuce, 
which relation he sustained until he waa 
called away from his sufferings to his re- 
ward in heaven. He died on the 26th of 
October, 1853. 

pe manifested much Christian patience 
under his affliction. He was visited by 
two of his brethren in the ministry. They 
inquired into the state of his mind. He 
said, “ My brethren, all is right between 
me and my IVIaster : when this afflicted 
body upon which you now look ceases 
to live, my spirit shall go home to God 
who gave it.” 

He was permitted to die among those 
who loved him, and who did every thing 
they could to alleviate his sufferings. In 
his death we have a bright example of the 
power of divine grace. He triumphed 
over death : died as a good man always 
dies— calm and peaceful. Thus has pass- 



ed from among us our beloved Charles 
G. Foster. May we all live so that we, 
like him, may say when we come to die,— 
“All is right.”

Samuel Patton, D. D., of the Holston 
Conference, was born in Lancaster Dis- 
trict, S. C., Jan. 27, 1797. His parents 
were pious members of the Presbyterian 
Church, who taught him to pray before 
he could speak correctly. At the age of 
seven, he was religiously impressed, from 
which time until he was seventeen years 
old, he says, “I was alternately praying and 
sinning, repenting, and relapsing into my 
former course of sin and folly.” His first 
acquaintance with the Methodists was in 
1813 : there being a gracious revival of 
religion in the neighborhood, he was pow- 
erfully converted to God. He soon felt 
that it was his duty to preach the gospel. 
For a time, he tried to divest himself of 
these impressions ; but he found no rest 
of mind until he yielded to those convic- 
tions of duty. His father removed to, and 
remained a short time in, Georgia. From 
thence he emigrated to Middle Tennessee, 
where, in Oct, 1819, Brother Patton was 
licensed to preach, and soon after admit- 
ted on trial in the Tennessee Conference. 
His first circuit was in Sequachy Valley, 
Tenn. : his second, Clinch, Western Va. 
His third and fourth years were on Tus- 
caloosa circuit, Alabama : his fifth, on the 
then called Alabama circuit. His health 
becoming feeble, he located, in view of 
removing to East Tennessee and joining 
the Holston Conference, which he did, at 
Jonesborough, Oct., 1825. He was ap- 
pointed Presiding Elder of Abingdon Dis- 
trict, which he travelled two years. The 
next two years he was stationed in Abing- 
don, after which he was reappointed to 
Abingdon District, which he travelled one 
year, and then was appointed to Jones- 
borough District, on which he remained 
four years. The next two years, 1834-5, 
he was stationed in Jonesborough and 
Kingsport, as one charge. In 1836, he 
was returned to Abingdon District. The 
next year he travelled Greenville District. 
During 1838-9, he was agent for Holston 
College. The next four years he travelled 
Jonesborough District. Next year, 1844, 
he presided over Greenville District. In 
1845 he was stationed in Abingdon. The 
next year he was stationed in Knoxville, 
at the close of which he was chosen editor 
of the Holston Christian Advocate, in 
which work he was faithfully engaged 
when he departed this life, August, 1854 
— ^having been thirty-five years a faithful 
and useful minister of the gospel of Christ. 
He was studious, and prayerful, and faith- 
ful, by which he became intelligent, holy, 
and greatly useful. These qualities plac^ 
him among the first ministers of his day. 
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He died in holy peace, trusting in the 
merits of the Lord Jesus Christ, declaring, 
“All is well.” 

Washington Boring was bom in 1822, 
and brought up in Washington Co., Tenn. 
When about twenty-one years of age, he 
embraced religion. He was licensed to 
preach in 1849, and admitted on trial in 
the Holston Conference, Oct., 1851. His 
first appointment was to Lebanon circuit, 
his next to Jonesville, and the past year 
to Rheatown, where his useful itinerant 
career was closed by typhoid fever, on the 
19th of August last. 

Brother Boring was emphatically a good 
man, and a most successful preacher. He 
was alive to all that was excellent and 
that tended to the cultivation and improve- 
ment of the age in which he lived. He 
was by nature endowed with a strong and 
active mind, cultivated by his own energy. 
He was greatly beloved by those of his 
brethren who were favored with his min- 
isterial services. He carried the holy fire 
with him wherever he wmt ; and his labors 
were signally owned and blessed of God. A 
short time before his spirit took its fiight, 
he said to his weeping family and friends, 
in reference to his case : “ 1 have exam- 
ined the accounts minutely, and find there 
is nothing- wrong. I have handed them 
to my Master, and feel that it is all right, 
and all is well.” Said he, “ I would like 
to live a little longer, to see my children 
brought up and educated, and to preach 
the gospel some more ; for,” said he, “ I 
think I could so much better tell my 
brethren about religion, and sinners better 
how to obtain it; for I have never felt 
such depths, and such extended enjoy- 
ments in the Christian religion in all my 
life before.”

The Rev. William Lambdin Was bom on 
the eastern shore of Maryland, Talbot Co., 
June 4, 1784., By the blessing of God 
and the pious training and Christian effort 
of his widowed mother, he was converted 
at the age of sixteen years, and soon after 
connected himself with the M. E. Church. 

In 1805 he removed to Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and soon after was licensed to preach. 

In 1808 he was admitted on trial in the 
Baltimore Conference, where he received 
the following appointments, viz.: in 1809, 
Butler circuit ; in 1810, Short Creek cir- 
cuit; in 1811, West Wheeling circuit; 
in 1812, Barnesville circuit ; in 1813, Fair- 
field circuit ; and in 1814 he was appointed 
to Cincinnati station. He then located, 
but in 1822 reentered the itinerant ranks, 
and was appointed to Lawrenceburg cir- 
cuit : in 1823 he travelled Mad River cir- 
cuit. He was then removed to Steuben- ^ 
ville, Ohio, and was appointed to West 
Wheeling District, where he remained 
until 1829, when he was sent to Smithfield 
street station, Pittsburglf. In 1830 he 
ceased from travelling, and settled in 
Wheeling,Va., where he remained actively, 
engaged in secular business for thirteen 
years. But in 1842 he removed into the 
bounds of the Memphis Conference, and 
was by the presiding elder appointed to 
the Paducah station, Ky. In 1843, he 
was regularly admitted into the travelling 
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connection in the Memphis Conference, 
and appointed to the Paducah circuit; in 
1844, the Paris circuit; in 1845, the Brown- 
ville circuit ; in 1846 and ’47, he labored in 
the hounds of the W esley circuit. ^ He then 
received a superannuated relation, and, 
from a chronic affection of the throat, 
suffered much to the end of his useful 
life. His death took place in Henry Co., 
Tenn.,May22, 1854, in the seventieth year 
of his age. His last moments were fa- 
vored by an exemption from the severe 
bodily pain with which he had suffered 
for many years. His intellect remained 
clear and vigorous, and his faith strong 
and unwavering, up to the period of his 
dissolution. 

His death was peaceful and triumphant. 
The gospel which he had preached to 
others for nearly fifty years did not fail 
to minister consolation to him in a dying- 
hour. He told an aged minister of an- 
other denomination who called to see him, 
that, in early youth, he sought Jesus 
Christ because he needed him, and could 
find salvation in no other name ; and, 
having found him, he had consecrated his 
heart and services to him, because he 
loved him. Father Lambdin was truly a 
man of God, remarkable for his primitive 
style : he was always cheerful, never 
gloomy, acting upon that glorious privi- 
lege vouchsafed to all the saints, to “rejoice 
evermore, pray without ceasing, and in 
every thing give thanks.” His ashes now 
repose in the graveyard at Paris, Tenn. 

The Kev. James McFarland was born 
Feb. 22d, 1813, in Mecklenburg Co., N. C., 
and, in early life, removed with his pa- 
rents to Tennessee, and settled in Hay- 
wood Co. In the autumn of 1831 he was 
converted to God, at Palmyra Camp- 
ground in his own neighborhood. He 
forthwith united himself with the M. E. 
Church. Prompted by the love of souls 
and a desire to be useful, he asked and 
obtained a license to exhort, and in this 
relation he was actively employed up to 
1834, at which time he was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
the Jackson circuit. He remained in the 
local ranks till 1840 ; but believing him- 
self called to a more extended field of use- 
fulness, he was admitted as a probationer 
in the Memphis Conference. His first 
appointment was the Henderson circuit, 
where his labors were signally owned of 
God. In 1841-2 he travelled the Lexing- 
ton circixit, and labored with great accept- 
ability and usefulness. In 1843 he tra- 
velled the Brownsville circuit, and proved 
himself a lasting blessing to that commu- 



nity. In 1844-5 he travelled the Trenton 
circuit with his usual success. In 1846-7 
he travelled the Wesley circuit: upon 
this field he was called upon to defend the 
distinctive doctrines and economy of the , 
Church, both from the pulpit and the 
press. This task he performed with de- 
cided ability. In 1848 he travelled the 
La Grange circuit with his accustomed 
success. In 1849 he was appointed Pre- 
siding Elder on the Jackson district, 
where he remained for three years ; and, 
in 1852, he was travelling agent for An- 
drew College ; and at the Conference next 
ensuing, he was elected delegate to the late 
General Conference, sent to the city of 
Memphis, and stationed in Asbury chapel. 
This was his last appointment. Beaching 
the field of his labors, in due time he en- 
tered upon his pastoral duties with com- 
mendable zeal, and, by his godly deport- 
ment, greatly endeared himself to the 
people of Memphis. But how uncertain 
and insecure are all earthly things ! 
Though blessed with a constitution robust 
and vigorous, he was soon to yield to the 
unrelenting stroke of death. A few days 
previous to his dissolution, he was some- 
what unwell, but had not the slightest 
apprehension of danger until the close of 
the Sabbath : after having preached twice, 
and being much exhausted, he was seized 
wdth a violent congestive chill, that baffled 
the skill of the best phy sician, and extin- 
guished all hope of his recovery. He was 
then told that he must soon die. He 
calmly replied: “I am the Lord’s, let 
him do what seemeth him good. I am 
fully resigned to his holy will ; for me to 
die is gain.” His extreme feebleness 
precluded the possibility of his talking 
much; but all that he was able to say 
assuaged the grief of sorrowing friends. 
The mortal contest was soon over, and 
his blood-redeemed spirit gained rest on 
the 17th of July, 1854. 

Thus ended the earthly pilgrimage of 
James W. McFarland, in the forty-first 
year of his age. Brother McFarland was 
a man of unusual size, great bodily 
strength, and of a sound mind : remark- 
able for his firmness and unshrinking 
courage, as well as the generosity of his 
nature and the kindness of his heart. 
He leaves a bereaved widow and six child- 
ren to mourn their loss. His mortal re- 
mains were transmitted from Memphis to 
Cageville, the place of his former resi- 
dence, there to repose by the side of a be- 
loved daughter and other relatives, until 
called forth by Him who is the resurrec- 
tion and the life of all that believe.

We have no means of ascertaining the 
place or time of Josiah B. Daughtry’s 
birth, or of his conversion : we suppose he 
was about sixty or sixty-five years of age. 
By reference to the general minutes, we 
find that he was admitted on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference in 1816, and tra- 
velled the Lee circuit. From a certificate 
in our possession, given by Samuel Sel- 
lers, of blessed memory, and dated Feb. 
18, 1815, we find he was a local preacher 
in 1814. The next year, 1817, he tra- 
velled the Nollechuckie circuit, Tennessee 
Conference ; the Knoxville circuit in 1818, 
and located 1819. The next account we 
have of him, he travelled the Newport 
circuit in 1824, and in the next year the 
Holston circuit, Holston Conference ; in 
1826, the Tazewell circuit ; 1827, Abing- 
don ; 1828, Giles circuit. In 1829 he was 
appointed to Lebanon circuit ; 1830, 
Knox; 1831, Wythe; 1832, Blountville; 
1833, Green, and in 1834, ’5, ’6 he was ap- 
pointed to the Ashville District. In 1837 
he was removed to the Washington Dis- 
trict, and in 1838 he was appointed agent 
for the Preachers’ Aid Society. In 1839 
he was appointed to the Newtown Dis- 
trict ; 1840, travelled the same district ; 
1841,’2, Lafayette District; 1843, ’4, Athens 
circuit ; and in 1845 he was granted a

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superannuated relation. In 1840 he was 
readmitted to Mississippi Conference, in 
the bounds of which he then resided, and 
travelled the Rankin circuit in 1850, Sha- 
ron circuit 1851, Hillsboro circuit 1852 
and ’3, at the close of which year, in con- 
sequence of feeble health, he asked a lo- 
cation ; but in view of his long and-suc- 
cessful labors, his brethren expressed a 
desire to aid him in his declining years, 
and the Conference unanimously voted 
him a superannuated relation. 

But he had finished his work ; for re- 
turning from Couference to his humble 
home in Rankin Coiyity, about the 1st of 
December, his health declined so rapidly, 
that his friends felt his time had come. 
He lingered but a few days, and though 
in severe pain, yet he bore his affliction 
with Christian fortitude, and calmly 
viewed the approach of death. When 
nearing the eternal shore, and appa- 
rently reviewing the scene of his past 
labors and conflicts, we find him adopting 
the language of inspiration: “I am now 
ready to be offered un, and the time of my 
departure is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight,” and now I am about to “ lay 
hold on eternal life.” And thus it was 
he ceased at once to work and live. Bro- 
ther Daughtry was emphatically a Me- 
thodist preacher and pastor, and died as 
he had lived, “ full of faith and of the 
Holy Ghost.”

George W. Andrews. 

The Rev. George W. Andrews was bom 
on the 27th of October, 1808, in the county 
of Gloucester, Va., at Clay Bank, the 
residence of his father, on York river. 
was born of the Spirit in the month of 
August, 1826, at a camp-meeting held at 
Bellamy’s, in his native county. Without 
delay, he identified himself in Christian 
fellowship with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. At a camp-meeting held at the 
above-mentioned place in 1834, he expe- 
rienced an extraordinary baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. And simultaneously with 
this gracious manifestation, he was im- 
pressed with a conviction that it was his 
duty to call sinners to repentance ; and, 
after many painful solicitudes, perplexi- 
ties, and fears, he finally settled down in 
the lasting persuasion that he was called 
of God to consecrate himself to the high 
and responsible calling of the gospel 
ministry. 

He was admitted on trial into the Vir-

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f inia Conference in the year 1841, at 
«ynchburg, and appointed to Greensville 
circuit. In 1842, he was appointed to 
Princess Anne ; in 1843, to Prince George; 
in 1844, to Hanover ; in 1845 and ^46, to 
Pasquotank; in 1847, to New Kent; in 
1848, to York and Warwick. This year 
his health became so much impaired that 
he was obliged to leave his charge, and 
seek its restoration in the upper country, 
and at some of the watering-places. 

In 1849, he was appointed to labor on 
the Factory mission, near Petersburg : in 
1850, he was assigned to Randolph Macon 
circuit. This .was his last year in the 
effective service of his itinerant calling. 
Having taken the relation of a superan- 
nuated man, he settled in the county of 
Mecklenburg, among the people with 
whom he last labored, and occupied his 
time, as health and stren^h would admit, 
in teaching school, attending to his little 
farm, preaching frequently, and laboring 
according to the measure of his health 
and strength for the promotion of the 
cause of Christ. 

In the early part of the present year, 
the state of his health assumed a more 
decided decline, and for about two months 
before his death he was almost entirely 
disqualified for labor of any kind. And on 
June 11, 1854, it pleased God to release 
him from the toils and the sufferings 
of earth, and admit him into the rest 
and the triumph of heaven. In the 
midst of his protracted and severe suf- 
ferings, he evinced much Christian for- 
titude, patience, and resignation. From 
the begmning of his last severe attack, 
he expressed the conviction that his end 
had come, but this occasioned neither 
surprise nor alarm. The messenger came, 
and he was ready. And hence his peace 
was constant, his faith unwavering, and 
his joy at times triumphant. With such 
assurances for the consolation of his sor- 
rowing and sympathizing friends, he fell 
asleep in Jesus. 

Brother Andrews was a modest, unpre- 
tending minister of the gospel, possessing 
Ijoth natural and acquired gifts for use- 
fulness. He won the respect and affec- 
tions of those among whom he labored, 
and was blessed with many seals to his 
ministry. Of him we may say with much 
propriety, “ Behold an Israelite indeed, 
in whom there is no guile V'

Jackson P. Turner was born in Gwin- 
nett Co., Ga., April 9, 1823 ; converted, 
March 18, 1841 ; licensed to preach, and 
I admitted on trial in the Georgia Confer- 
ence, in December of the same year. He 
was stationed in Dahlonega circuit for 
1842 ; M'Donough, 1843 ; Augusta, 1844 ; 
Darien, 1845; Marietta, 1846 ; Monticello 
circuit, 1847 ; Milledgeville, 1848 ; P. E. 
of Gainesville District, 1849, ^50, '51, '52, 
Augusta, 1853, and P. E. of Columbus 
District, 1854; in which work he closed 
his labors, on the 24th of July. 

Brother Turner was a man of mind, of 
quick apprehension, clear understanding, 
and sound judgment. He loved to read 
and think, was judicious in the choice of 
his studies, and pursued them diligently, 
so that, without more than the bare rudi- 
ments of an English education at the be- 
ginning of his ministry, he ranked before 
his death among the best-informed and 
ablest of our ministers. His piety was 
deep, constant, and consistent, never bois- 
terous, and never wanting the force of a 
lively faith. He lived to purpose, and 
though his years were but few, yet was 
his life not short. He died of typhoid 
fever, looking death in the face with Chris- 
tian confidence, and testifying to the pre- 
ciousness and power of the grace of God 
as revealed in the gospel, to his last hour. 

Josiah H. Clarke was admitted on 
trial in the Georgia Conference in his 
nineteenth year, and travelled Bryan and 
Chatham mission, Warren circuit, Jeffer- 
son mission, Sparta circuit. Spring Place, 
and lastly Lanier circuit, where he finished 
his labors in exultant triumph, May 29, 
1854. We have not been furnished with 
other dates, nor any remarks as to the 
status of his mind, or the character or 
success of his labors in the ministry ; but 
his death is dwelt upon at length, and 
with delight, on account of the surpassing 
circumstances of life and light, peace, joy 



and triumph with which he was favored 
in his final hours. All that man might 
enjoy of heaven on earth seems to have 
been his last portion ; and, to his latest 
breath, he testified of the exceeding riches 
of grace crowning him with eternal life, 
by Christ Jesus. We judge that such a 
man must have been a valuable and effi- 
cient laborer in the vineyard in the days 
of the few years of his mortal life. 

Joshua G. Payne was born January 1, 
1830, licensed to preach in 1852, appoint- 
ed to M‘Donough and Jackson circuit 
1853, Savannah, 1854, where he fell a vic- 
tim to the yellow fever. Bro. Payne was 
one of the loveliest, as well as one of the 
most promising young men in the Georgia 
Conference. He was popular as a preacher 
and beloved as a man by all who knew 
him. Always at his post, faithful in the 
discharge of every duty, he won the re- 
spect of every one ; ana his very example 
seemed to promote the cause of Christian- 
ity wherever he labored. Ever watchful 
of his flock, discharging faithfully all the 
duties of a pastor, he did not neglect his 
sermons, but devoted much of his time to 
the preparing of the spiritual food of his 
people. He was a hard student, and, as 
a preacher, few surpassed him : had he 
lived, he would have ranked among the 
ablest as well as the best of men. But 
God sees not as man sees. His death was 
as his life — calm, peaceful, and full of 
hope.

Samuel Dunwoody. 1. 

The Rev. Samuel Dunwoody was born 
in Chester Co., Pennsylvania, August 3d, 
1780, and departed this life July 8th, 
1854. He was converted to God in his 
22d year, and was recommended to the 
South Carolina Conference by the Quar- 
terly Conference of the Ogeechee circuit, 
in company with the Rev. Wm. M. Ken- 
nedy, of precious memory. * He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the South Carolina Con- 
ference in 1806, and appointed to Bladen 
and Brunswick circuit, N.C., stationed in 
Savannah, Ga., in 1807, where he organ- 
ized the first Methodist Society in a house 
hired for the double purpose of school- 
room and church. In 1808 he was sta- 
tioned in Wilmington, N. C., 1809 in 
Fayetteville, 1810 in Georgetown, S. C., 
1811 in Charleston. In 1812 he was ap- 
pointed Presiding Elder of Mississippi 




i 
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District, but was afterward changed for 
some reason unknown, and stationed in 
Charleston: this year he was elected a 
delegate to the first delegated General 
Conference held in New York. In 1813 
he was stationed in St.* Mary’s, Ga., 1814 
in Charleston, 1815 and 1816 in Columbia, 
S. C., 1817 and 1818 in Augusta, Ga., 1819 
in Camden, 1820 Sandy Kiver circuit, 1821 
Wilmington, N. C., 1822 Fayetteville, 
1823 Georgetown, S. C., 1824 Charleston,' 
1825 Augusta, 1826 Santee circuit, 1827 
Liberty circuit, Ga., 1828 Newberry cir- 
cuit, 1829 Santee, 1830 and 1831 Sandy 
Kiver circuit, 1832 and 1833 Orangeburg, 
1834 Cooper River circuit, 1835 Black 
Swamp, 1836 Columbia circuit, 1837 Cy- 
press circuit, 1838 and 1839 Cokesbury 
circuit, 1840 Orangeburg, 1841 Laurens, 
1842 and 1843 Edgefield circuit, 1844 and 
1845 Newberry. In 1846 he was super- 
annuated, and reluctantly retired from 
the field of active and useful labor, after 
a term of nearly forty years’ service. As 
a preacher, Brother Dunwoody deserves 
more than a passing notice. He was an 
original, both as to matter and manner. 
In body strong and vigorous, he survived 
most of his compeers. In mind clear and 
logical, his sermons were masterpieces of 
their kind. As a controversialist, he 
drew his arguments and illustrations 
mostly from the Word of God, and they 
did wonderful execution. As a student, 
he was eminently a man of one hook, and 
that book the Bible. As a Christian, his 
experience was scriptural, and his exam- 

S le irreproachable. As a pioneer of 
lethodism, he was bold and undaunted, 
and he lived to see the handful of seed 
scattered in his early youth, multiply into 
an abundant harvest. The disease which 
terminated his life was paralysis, and he 
sank gently into the arms of death as a 
child would fall asleep on the bosom of 
its mother. No violence, no struggle, not 
even a groan, marked his exit from this 
world of sin* and sorrow. “ Let me die 
the death of the righteous, and let my last 
end be like his.”

Thomas J. Campbell was born Feb.

He obtained an experimental 
knowledge of religion July 27th, 1827, 
was licensed to preach the gospel by the 
Rev. Thos. Samford, of the Georgia Con- 
ferencef in Dec. 1827, recommended to 
the Alabama Conference in 1845, and 
travelled Lafayette circuit, Chocktaw- 
hatchie in 1846 and 1847, Troy 1848, 
Blountsville 1849, Buckatonie 1850, Ca- 
haba circuit 1851, Butler 1852, Porters- 
ville 1853, and was superannuated at the 
close of that year. His disease was con- 
sumption. He died in peace with God 
and all the world. He was a faithful 
pastor, and served his generation for 
good.

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Lewis S. Oslin. — ^We have no know- 
ledge of his birth or conversion. He was 
received into this Conference in 1850, and 
appointed to the Hillabee mission for two 
successive years. While on that mission 
he labored zealously for the good of the 
people, visiting every neighborhood, at- 
tending punctually all his appointments. 
He is spoken of as giving faithful over- 
sight to all the duties of a Methodist 
preacher, and as wielding a fine influence 
throughout his work. In the two years 
he was on that mission, the membership 
increased from 105 to near 500 ! His next 
appointment was the Randolph circuit. 
Here, early in the spring, because of ex- 
cessive labors, his lungs became diseased, 
and, by the opening of summer, he was 
compelled to desist from preaching. Con- 
sumption of the worst form soon devel- 
oped itself, and, by the ensuing summer, 
he was hopelessly prostrated. He died 
about the 10 th of llecember, in the tri- 
umphs of the gospel faith. The religion 
he urged upon others during his minis- 
try was to him a reality and comfort in 
death. He frequently shouted the praises 
of God, in prospect of a blessed immor- 
tality.
